Combine Starch 
Properly 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Last year I wrote an article on combining 
starches and I have had so many requests for 
copies of the article that I believe the best plan 
is to re-publish the article, so that those of you 
who wish to save a copy, may have a chance 
to do so. Here is the article: 

Many yeers ago, when I 
first started teaching the 
theory of food combinations, 
this important subject was 
almost untouched. However, 
the public as a whole is now 
awakening to the fact that 
proper combinations of foods 
have a great deal to do with 
continued good health and 
more and more people are

fact that there is a right way and also a wrong 


way to combine foods. 

«a I believe that the food which most people 
have the most difficulty in learning how to 
combine properly is the class of food known as 
starches. The disturbance resulting from a 
wrong combination of starchy food is most 
likely appear in those with some digestive 
disorder. I first became convinced that wrong 
food combinations will cause indigestion in 
those with a tendency to stomach trouble by 
watching the action of the stomach and intes- 
tines upon various foods through studying these 
organs with the fluoroscopic x-ray. All of my 
study has convinced me that there is a great 
deal of practical value to be found through 
learning how to combine foods properly. The 
results I have secured in getting sick people 
well have thoroughly convinced me that the 
patient who will use good food combinations 
will recover more rapidly than the patient who 
used haphazard or incorrect combinations. 

The human digestive system has been 
arranged to handle almost every kind of food. 
It will digest proteins and starches but it digests 
them with different types of secretions which 
are actually to some extent antagonistic to each 
other. One of the common results when a pro- 
tein such as meat is mixed at the same meal 
with a starch such as bread by a patient with 
a tendency to digestive distress is that the 
starch passes through the small intestine while 
still in an indigested state. It will then fre- 
quently ferment, causing a form of starch 
indigestion which will lead to excessive intes- 
tinal gas. Anyone who is troubled in this way 
and who in addition has a weak digestion will 
do well to avoid using starches with the protein 
foods. That is—you should avoid cheese, meat 
or other proteins at a starchy meal. 

If you would like to have some rules to fol- 
low for the correct combination of starchy 
foods, I believe that the best plan is for you to 
write to me, following the directions for ques- 
tions and answers and enclosing a large, self- 
addressed envelope. If you will ask for the 
article called Starchy Combinations, this will 
be sent to you and then you can place the 
article in your kitchen where you can readily 
refer to it from time to time.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

June 1 is an important date in 
the history of the Canadian post 
office. 

On that date in 1857 a money 
order exchange was established 
between Canada and Great Bri- 
tain, the limit of a single order 
being fixed at $20. This reform 
had long been asked. As early as 
1852 the colonial secretary pointed 
cut the increasing emigration to 
the colonies and the desire of per- 
sons prospering there to assist 
their relatives to follow them. He 
estimated that over £1,000,000 was 
sent yearly through the agency of 
private firms for that purpose and 
he asked the postmaster general 
of Great Britain to consider the 
question of extending to the col- 
onies the system of money orders 
which had proved so successful in 
Great Britain. It was not, how- 
ever, until 1855 that money or- 
ders were introduced into the 
Canadian postal system, but two 
years later came the reciprocal 
interchange with London. 


—_—o— 


In 1932 money orders to an 
amount exceeding $132,000,000 
were issued in Canada, of which 
$11,000,000 were payable in for- 
eign countries while orders in 
excess of $9,000,000 were received 
from other countries to be paid 
in Canada 


On this date in 1871, the first 
postal cards were issued by the 
Canadian post office. At first 


there was considerable objection 
to them because they enabled 
postal officials, especially in rural 
districts, to become acquainted 
with other people's business; but 
this objection gradually wore off 
In time came the picture postcard 
as a souvenir of a holiday, but 
few anticipated the enormous use 
to which postcards would be put 
in business, especially since the 
letter rate has been increased, The 
reply postcard, a great favorite 
in England, has never been pop- 
ular in Canada, but still several 
thousand of them are sold each 
year and in certain cases they 
prove a great convenience.

It was loose and _ irrational 
thinking that caused a ship in 
verpool last summer to back 
way from the wharf and dump 
a million oranges into the Irish 
Sea while in Liverpool thousands 
of children breathed the hot and 
dusty air. It was loose and irra- 
tional thinking that led Brazil to 
destroy 1,325,000.000 pounds of 
xood coffee, and Denmark to in- 
cinerate 24,000 cattle and Hol- 
land a million flower bulbs 

Yes, there ought to be an end 
of loose and irrational thinking 

but all these acts of livid lun- 
acy were sanctioned by — the 
alleged economists and govern- 
ments of the day, whose thought 
much in line with Senator 
Meighen's own. What the world 
needs today is certainly rational 
thinking But it is not coming 
apparently, from the sources to 
which we are told to look for

In a letter to Alderman Thomas

Arthur Meighen, Conservative 
leader in the Senate, scales the 
very heights of impudent exag- 
eration in his description of con- 
ditions in this province.

Columbia's plight is wholly, or 
nearly wholly, due to British Co- 


lumbia’s ccdaehbasnoal There has 


been not the least attitude on the 
part of the present Dominion 
government to discriminate 
against that’ province—rather, the 
contrary. British Columbia has 
had no natural visitation like 
Saskatchewan had with the 
drought and grasshoppers. It may 
be that Vancouver has more 
drifters than other cities, but I 
would not think she would have 
very many, nor any more pro- 
portionately, than or 
Montreal.” 

We wonder when Mr. Meighen 
discovered that British Colum- 
bia’s problems are wholly or al- 
most wholly due to extravagance. 
It was not when the Tolmie gov- 
ernment which enjoyed his 
whole-souled admiration, was- 
spending more than $30,000,000 a 
year and increasing the provin- 
cial debt by a million dollars a 
month. It was not when he used 
to come out here as chairman of 
the board of directors of an in- 
vestment trust company which 
took some millions out of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, most of 
which have been lost. The ban- 
quets he attended in this ‘“extra- 
vagant” province on those occa- 
sions were the most costly 
things of their kind ever held 
here. Nor did his record as a 
member of the Hydro-Electric 
Commission of Ontario qualify 
him as a censor of this province 
in the light of the disclosures of 
a commission whose report sev- 
erely criticized him.—Victoria
